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RESULTS  OF  THE  JACKSON  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  13.  2008 

Polls  were  opened  at  8  AM  and  closed  at  7  PM  on  March  11*  by  Acting  Moderator 

Jerry  Doughert}',  III  to  vote  on  Articles  1  through  5. 

The  town  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Acting  Moderator  J  err}'  Dougherty,  III  on 

Thursday,  March  13,  2008  at  7:05  PM.  Jerr}^  Doughert}'  led  the  Pledge  of 

Allegiance. 

Raymond  Abbott  reported  that  he  had  visited  Moderator  Willis  Kelley  at  his  home 

this  afternoon.  He  has  returned  from  cardiac  surger)-  and  is  doing  well. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the 

warrant  as  this  was  going  to  be  read  as  each  article  came  up. 

As  in  the  past  few  years  the  categories  of  some  articles  were  grouped  together  at 

the  suggestion  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  Although  we  wiU 

discuss  each  line  item,  the  voting  wiU  be  based  on  the  total  appropriation.  The  Une 

items  can  be  adjusted  if  the  voters  feel  it  is  necessary. 

Article  1  was  voted  on  by  ballot  during  polling  hours  on  March  11,  2008.

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  town  wiU  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No.  1  proposed  by 
the  Planning  Board  to  create  a  new  section  to  the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance 
entitled  ACCESSORY  APARTMENTS  and  to  amend  certain  other  sections 
necessar}"  to  fully  implement  and  effectuate  the  new  section.  The  purpose  of  the 
new  section  is  to  allow  Accessor)-  Apartments  as  an  Accessory  Use,  subject  to 
stated  conditions,  in  the  Rural  Residential  and  Village  Districts.  Further 
Amendment  No.  1  makes  modifications  to  various  sections  which  are  necessarily 
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amended  for  die  support  of  die  new  section.  Following  are  die  texts  of  the 
proposed  new  section  and  the  supporting  amendments:  (See  2008  Town  Warrant)

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No.  23  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  to  amend  the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  3 
DEFINITIONS  by  adding  a  definition  for  Building  Development  and 
modifying  the  defmition  of  Open  Space.   Section  3  wiU  be  renumbered  to  reflect 
the  additional  definition.  The  purpose  of  the  changes  is  to  bring  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  into  concurrence  with  the  Jackson  Land  Subdivision  Regulations. 
Following  are  the  texts  of  the  proposed  changes: 

Section  3.4  "Building  Development"  means  the  process  of  changing  the 
character  of  the  land  from  its  existing  condition  to  a  more  useable  condition  by  the 
construction  or  placement  of  a  building  or  buildings  thereon. 
Section  3.25  "Open  Space"  means  an  area  of  dedicated  land  excluding  roads, 
parking  areas  and  recreational  or  common  purposes  of  residents  or  the  public  and 
shaD  include  the  commercial  recreational  use  of  open  land  for  golf  courses,  ski 
areas  and  other  commercial  recreational  uses  existing  and  operating  at  the  time  of 
passage  of  this  Section,  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  and 
approved  by  the  Selectmen.  Yes  250    No  113 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No.  3  recommended 
by  the  Planning  Board  to  amend  the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  8: 
CLUSTER  SINGLE-FAMILY  DEVELOPMENT  AND  MULTI-FAMILY 
DEVELOPMENT  by  adding  Section  8.2.6.  The  purpose  of  this  change  is  to 
bring  the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance  into  concurrence  with  the  Jackson  Land 
Subdivision  Regulations.  Following  is  the  text  of  the  proposed  change: 
Section  8.2.6:   Open  Space  in  developments  approved  under  this  Section  shall  be 
Common  Land  amounting  to  a  minimum  of  twentj'-five(25)  percent  of  the  total  of 
the  lot  or  parcel  being  developed.

ARTICLE  6:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  S36.675.00  for  the 
purpose  of  Highway  Repair  and  Reconstruction,  said  funds  to  come  from  the 
Special  Revenue  Fund  known  as  the  Highway  Repair  and  Reconstruction  Fund 
held  b)-  the  treasurer.

ARTICLE  8:  Voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessar)^  to  defray 
town  charges  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
budget:  Highways.  Streets  &  Emergency  Services. 

All  the  following  items  were  passed  without  amendments  by  a  voice  vote  for  a  total 
of  $27,800.00. 

A.  Voted  $10,000.00  for  Street  Lighting. 

B.  Voted  $2,000.00  for  Street  Signs. 

C.  Voted  $5,000.00  for  Hydrant  Services. 

Bob  Temple  asked  who  shoveled  and  maintained  the  hydrants.  The 
Selectmen  explained  that  the  Highway  Department  shovels  out  the 
hydrants  and  the  Water  Precinct  maintains  them. 

D.  Voted  $6,000.00  for  Bardett-Jackson  Ambulance. 

E.  Voted  $4,800.00  for  Emergency  Communications. 

ARTICLE  9:  Voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessar}^  to  defray 
town  charges  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
budget:  Insurance.  Benefits  &  Legal. 

All  the  following  items  were  passed  without  amendments  by  a  voice  vote  for  a  total 
of  $293,438.00. 

A.  Voted  $152,600.00  for  Health  Insurance  for  Employees. 

B.  Voted  $23,338.00  for  Health  Insurance  Retirees  and  others.  This  is  a 
reimbursed  item. 

David  Mason  asked  who  this  covered.  It  was  explained  that  this  covers 
former  Selectmen  and  town  workers  who  wish  to  pay  the  town  for 
continued  coverage. 

C.  Voted  $70,000.00  for  Payroll  Taxes. 

D.  Voted  $3,000.00  for  Welfare. 

E.  Voted  $500.00  for  Healdi  Inspector. 
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Bob  Temple  asked  who  was  the  Health  Inspector  and  was  told  it  was  Jim 
Da\ns. 

F.  Voted  $34,000.00  for  General  Insurance. 

G.  Voted  $10,000.00  for  Legal  Expenses. 

ARTICLE  10:  Voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessar}'  to  defray 
town  charges  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
budget:  Culture,  Recreation  &  Boards. 

All  the  following  items  were  passed  without  amendments  by  a  voice  vote  for  a  total 
of  $34,239.00. 

A.  Voted  $5,000.00  for  the  Jackson  Planning  Board. 

B.  Voted  $1,000.00  for  the  Jackson  Conserv^ation  Commission. 

C.  Voted  $700.00  for  the  Jackson  Zoning  Board. 

D.  Voted  $18,000.00  for  the  Cemeteries. 

E.  Voted  $2,327.00  for  the  North  Country'  Council. 

F.  Voted  $6,712.00  for  the  Bartlett  Recreation  Department. 

G.  Voted  $500.00  for  the  Eastern  Slope  Airport  Authorit}-. 

A  citizen  asked  why  this  was  included  in  this  section  and  the  reply  was 
that  it  did  not  fit  in  any  other  category  and  has  been  included  here  for  a 
few  years  now. 

ARTICLE  1 1 :  Voted  to  change  the  purpose  of  the  existing  TOWN  HALL 

IMPROVEMENT  CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND  to  the  new  purpose  of  the 

SAND  AND  SALT  SHED  CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND.  Furthermore 

appoint  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend.  2/3  vote  required. 

Raymond  Abbott  request  a  paper  ballot  on  this  article. 

Selectman  Bea  Davis  explained  that  at  last  year's  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to 

create  this  fund  for  $100,000.00  for  possible  renovations  and  upkeep  of  the  Town 

Hall.  Then  rumors  began  to  spread  that  we  should  not  spend  any  more  money  on 

the  Town  Hall.  At  this  time,  we  are  more  in  need  of  a  sand  and  salt  shed.  The 

State  of  New  Hampshire  DES  may  be  requiring  us  to  replace  the  current  storage 

soon  as  there  is  evidence  that  the  salt  is  leaching  into  the  Wildcat  River. 

Diane  Fernald  wanted  to  know  if  the  building  would  cost  $100,000.00.  The  reply 

was  that  it  would  probably  cost  more. 

Sarah  demons  asked  if  the  Historical  Societ)'  was  stiU  interested  in  taking  care  of 

the  Town  Hall.  If  they  are  willing  to  do  this,  then  maybe  we  can  move  funds  over 

to  the  Sand  and  Salt  Shed.  Warren  Schomaker  of  the  Historical  Societ}'  reported 

that  approximately  3  years  ago  the  Societ}^  asked  that  whenever  the  town  no  longer 

needed  the  building,  the  Historical  Societ)'  would  be  interested  to  take  over  the 

building  for  its  home.  They  would  take  over  the  repairs  and  renovations  needed 

and  would  make  the  building  available  to  other  organizations. 

Ray  Abbott  feels  we  would  not  be  abandoning  the  Town  Hall,  just  making  funds 

available  for  a  current  need. 
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Bob  Temple  asked  where  the  proposed  building  would  be  located.  Gary  Allen 

replied  that  no  site  has  been  determined  yet.  Bartlett  has  an  article  on  their  town 

meeting  agenda  regarding  the  possible  use  of  property  near  the  Transfer  Site  and  it 

would  depend  on  their  vote.  There  is  also  the  possibiUt)^  of  using  land  on  the 

Grav's  Inn  Propert}\ 

Highway  Agent  Rob  Hatch  explained  that  the  proposed  metal  building  would  be 

approximately  70'X80'X45'  high  or  about  6,000  square  feet. 

Betsey  Harding  asked  about  Article  29.  This  was  added  to  the  warrant  to  provide 

funds  if  Bardett  agreed  to  sell. 

Dick  Badger  has  no  problem  with  the  article,  but  does  object  to  the  phrase  to  allow 

the  Selectmen  to  expend.  He  made  a  motion  to  make  an  amendment  deleting  that 

phrase  from  the  article.  The  amended  motion  was  seconded. 

Jerr}'  Doughert}^,  IV  asked  if  they  planned  to  use  the  fund  in  this  year.  The 

Selectmen  repUed  it  may  be  necessary^  if  we  have  to  buUd  a  shed. 

Peter  Benson  said  that  we  need  to  trust  our  officials  and  support  the  article  as 

written. 

Jim  Dunwell  wants  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Ray  Abbott  stated  that  if  we  decide  to  move  money  around  that  we  should  allow 

the  Selectmen  to  do  their  job. 

Moderator  Jerry  Dougherty,  III  asked  for  a  vote  on  the  amended  motion.  This 

motion  was  defeated  by  voice  vote.   He  then  called  for  a  paper  ballot  on  the 

original  motion.  Sarah  Kimball  asked  about  handicap  accessibility  to  vote.  The 

moderator  will  take  votes  for  people  unable  to  use  the  steps.  Results:  Yes  110 

No  27 

ARTICLE  12:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $8.000.00  to  be  placed  in  the 
Highway  Equipment  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

Raymond  Abbott  made  a  motion  to  dispense  with  the  checklist  if  we  need  any 
more  paper  votes.  The  motion  was  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  13:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2.500.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  Town  Office  Equipment  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

ARTICLE  14:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3.000.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  Police  Department  Equipment  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

A  citizen  asked  if  this  was  for  a  vehicle.  Karl  replied  it  was  for  equipment 

only. 

ARTICLE  15:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5.000.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  Bridge  Repair  &  Maintenance  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

ARTICLE  16:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10.000.00  to  be  placed 
in  the  State  Aid  Reconstruction  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 
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ARTICLE  17:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2.000.00  to  be 
deposited  in  the  Civil  Defense  Expendable  Trust  Fund  for  Enhanced  911 
Emergency  Management. 

ARTICLE  18:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6.911.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  Transfer  Site  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

A  comment  was  made  on  recycling  plastic.  The  Selectmen  replied  that 

they  are  working  on  this. 

ARTICLE  19:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2.000.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  Dn,"  Hydrant  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

ARTICLE  20:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5.000.00  to  be  placed  in 

the  Public  Safet}'  Building  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

Dick  Badger  wanted  to  know  how  this  money  was  to  be  used.  The 
Selectmen  replied  that  it  was  to  be  added  to  the  existing  fund  to  be  spent 
on  engineering  studies. 

ARTICLE  21:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $53.895.00  for  the 
support  of  the  Jackson  Public  Librar}'.  The  sum  of  $26.000.00  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  and  the  remainder  will  come  from  library  trust  funds  and  gifts. 

ARTICLE  22:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10.000.00  to  be  placed 
in  the  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Resen^e  Fund. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

$30.000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Highway  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Diane  Fernald  asked  which  truck  was  to  be  replaced. 

Gino  Funicella  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  article  to  increase  the  amount  to 

$50,000.00.  The  motion  was  seconded.  This  is  necessary'  to  purchase  a  heavier 

dut)'  truck  than  was  previously  planned.  The  amended  motion  passed  by  voice 

vote.  The  Ajticle  as  amended  then  passed  on  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  24:  Voted  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  35:1  to  be  known  as  the  Jackson  Public  Librar}^  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  the  construction  of  a  new  building  for  the  Jackson  Public  Library  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.000.00  to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 
Furthermore,  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Jackson  Public  Librar)'  to  act 
as  agents  to  expend. 

Allen  Brooks,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  explained  that  the 
$25,000.00  raised  last  year  was  used  for  an  architect.  Most  of  the  1.3 
million  dollars  needed  will  be  raised  independendy.  The  Ubrar)'  will  be 
asking  for  donations  over  the  next  3  years.  Mary  Cant)'  felt  that  at  last 
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3'ear's  town  meeting  it  was  promised  that  the  library  wouldn't  be  asking 
for  more  money.  Mr.  Brooks  apologized  if  she  thought  that  was  done, 
but  he  doesn't  feel  that  was  the  vote  last  year. 

ARTICLE  25:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  to  be  placed 

in  the  Public  Safet}'  Facility  Capital  Resen^e  Fund. 

Sarah  demons  spoke  of  the  need  to  get  the  Highway  Department  a 
decent  work  area  to  repair  their  equipment.  As  of  now,  they  are  laying 
around  in  the  snow  changing  broken  parts. 

ARTICLE  26:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $47.000.00  to  be  placed 
in  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

ARTICLE  27:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $84.500.00  for 
renovations  including  compliance  with  fire  codes  to  the  Jackson  Fire  Department 
building.  This  will  be  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  per  RSA  32:7,  VI  and  will  not 
lapse  until  the  renovations  are  complete  or  by  December  31,  2010,  whichever  is 
sooner. 

Gary  Allen  explained  that  the  $65,000.00  raised  last  year  was  not  enough 

to  cover  these  renovations. 

Jerr}'  Dougherty,  IV,  wanted  to  thank  all  the  volunteers  for  their  hard 

work. 

ARTICLE  28:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $10.000.00  from  the  Baker  Prospect 
Farm  Trust  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  Forestry  Management  plan  voted  by 
the  town  in  2003. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  if  the  town  wiU  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$50.000.00  to  purchase  approximately  2  acres  of  land  currently  held  jointiy  by  the 
towns  of  Bartiett  and  Jackson  identified  as  a  segment  of  the  Bartiett  Jackson 
Transfer  Station  under  RSA  31:3.  Such  land  to  be  utilized  by  the  Town  of  Jackson 
for  the  purpose  of  a  Public  Safet)'  Building  Sand  and  Salt  Shed. 
A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  voted  by  voice  vote  to  pass  over  this 
article.  The  Town  of  Bartiett  had  already  defeated  the  article  on  their  warrant. 

ARTICLE  30:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1.970.00  for  the  support 
of  the  NXliite  Mountain  Communit}'  Health  Center. 

ARTICLE  31:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1.837.00  for  the  Jackson 
home  delivered  meals,  congregate  meal  and  program  services  provided  by  the 
Gibson  Center  for  Senior  Services  Inc. 

ARTICLE  32:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $716.00  for  Northern 
Human  Services  to  assist  the  Mental  Health  Center.  Richard  Rayder  thanked  the 
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town  for  their  continued  support. 

ARTICLE  33:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3.000.00  in  support  of 
Tri-County  Community  Action  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  services  of  the  Fuel 
Assistance  Program  for  Jackson  residents. 

ARTICLE  34:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2.200.00  for  the  Early 
Support  and  Service  Programs  (birth  to  3  years)  of  Children  Unlimited  Inc. 

ARTICLE  35:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  in  support  of 
Starting  Point  providing  crisis  services  to  the  victims  of  domestic  and  sexual 
violence  and  their  children. 

ARTICLE  36:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  help  fund 
Project  Prom,  a  start-up  initiative,  for  our  High  School  seniors. 

Several  citizens  spoke  against  this  article.  It  was  felt  that  the  town  should 
not  be  raising  funds  for  only  5  students  to  participate.   It  was  also 
suggested  that  the  students  could  do  some  fundraising  on  their  own. 

ARTICLE  37:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $624.00  for  the  Mount 
Washington  Valley  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 

ARTICLE  38:  Voted  to  support  a  proposal  made  by  the  Jackson  Historical  Society 
to  re-erect  the  Trickey  Barn  on  the  Gray's  Inn  Property  so  that  it  meets  current 
building  codes  and  with  the  Historical  Societ}^  paying  for  the  project  so  that  the 
Barn  would  be  available  for  seasonal  use  by  groups  and  individuals  in  Jackson. 

Sarah  demons  has  a  concern  about  the  number  of  buildings  being 

proposed  for  the  Gray's  Inn  property. 

Moderator  J  err}^  Doughert}%  III  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  money 

involved  in  the  article.  The  purpose  is  asking  for  permission  to  place  the 

Barn  on  town  propert}^ 

ARTICLE  39:  To  act  upon  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 

Jim  Dunwell  would  like  to  see  a  master  plan  for  the  Gray's  Inn  Propert}'.  He 
would  like  to  have  a  public  notice  at  least  a  month  before  anything  is  moved  onto 
the  propert\'.  Warren  Schomaker  said  that  the  barn  is  coming  down  soon,  but 
would  not  likely  be  resurrected  until  2009. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  create 
a  master  plan  for  the  Gray's  Inn  property  and  hold  a  pubUc  meeting  on  this. 
Bea  Davis  recognized  Gar)'  Allen  for  the  service  given  to  the  town  during  his  term 
as  Selectman.  She  believes  he  is  only  the  second  person  to  ser\'e  as  a  write-in 
candidate. 
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Emily  Benson  was  distressed  that  Richard  Quint's  name  was  omitted  from  the  Vital 
Statistics  page.  Dick  was  a  valued  town  employee  and  neighbor.  Town  Clerk,  Bill 
Botsford,  replied  that  Mr.  Quint  had  passed  away  out  of  state  and  was  not  reported 
by  the  State.  There  will  be  a  correction  printed  in  next  year's  town  report.  If 
anyone's  family  passes  aw^ay  out-of-state,  you  could  report  it  to  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office  so  this  doesn't  happen  again. 

Anne  Kantack  would  like  to  see  more  recycling.  It  was  reported  that  only  10%  is 
being  recycled.  Jon  Edgerly  reported  his  most  recent  findings  were  13%.  If 
even^one  would  recycle  paper  products,  this  would  improve. 

Betsey  Harding  would  Uke  the  Selectmen  to  pursue  more  plastic  recycling.  Gino 
says  that  they  are  working  with  the  Town  of  Bardett  on  purchasing  another  baler 
and  then  this  could  be  accomplished. 

Bob  Temple  mentioned  that  Dan  Dinsmore  has  passed  away.  His  passing  is  a  great 
loss  to  the  town.  We  also  need  to  remember  Vic  Ferguson,  Henry  Longnecker, 
Myke  Morton  and  others  who  are  struggling  with  illnesses.  We  must  remember 
and  watch  over  our  older  citizens. 

David  Urey  would  Uke  the  Selectmen  to  look  into  the  Franchise  Fees  being  taken 
out  of  the  Time -Warner  bills,  if  we  can't  get  Channel  3.  Dick  Badger  agrees. 

The  whole  town  would  Uke  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  and  Rob  Hatch  for 
the  wonderful  job  they  have  done  this  winter. 

Acting  Moderator  Jerry  Dougherty,  III  said  that  they  would  be  low^ering  the  stage 
curtain  again  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  so  that  people  who  did  not  see  it  at  the 
beginning  of  the  evening  would  get  a  chance  to  see  it.  He  thanked  everyone  for 
coming.  There  being  no  further  business  to  bring  forward,  a  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  dissolve.  Acting  Moderator  Jerry  Dougherty,  III  dissolved  the  meeting 
at  9:05PM.

Change  aside,  your  Select  Board  will  continue  to  upgrade  our  town  systems  to  keep 

costs  in  line  and  keep  Jackson  a  wonderful  place  to  Uve.

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JACKSON  ROAD  AGENT^S  REPORT 

Let  me  start  by  sa\dng  thank  you  to  the  townspeople  of  Jackson  for  the  opportunit)? 
to  work  here  for  the  past  year  and  what  I  hope  will  be  many  years  to  come.  It 
certainly  has  been  a  pleasure  getting  to  know  this  town  and  the  wonderful  people 
that  call  Jackson  home. 

2008  was  a  busy  year  for  us  maintaining  the  town.  This  year  we  completed 
changing  14  culverts.  We  paved  approximately  1  mile  of  road  which  included  Ridge 
Road,  Wilson  Road  and  Tin  Mine  Road.  The  road  crew  performed  ditch  cleaning 
on  Chesley  Farm  Road,  Thorn  HiU  Road,  Tin  Mine  Road,  and  the  Class  IV  portion 
of  Black  Mountain  Road.  We  also  maintained  the  town  by  cutting  several  dead 
trees,  trimming  brush,  grading  and  shaping  the  dirt  roads,  restoring  water  supply  to 
the  ballpark,  and  also  restoring  a  large  headwall  on  Dundee  Road. 
With  such  a  busy  year  and  a  record  year  for  snow  and  fuel  PRICES,  I  am  proud  to 
say  that  we  worked  hard  to  stay  within  our  budget  set  for  2008  and  for  the  most 
part  were  able  to  with  the  exception  of  a  few  thousand  dollars 
2008  also  brought  some  larger  projects  too  the  highway  crew.  We  completed  our 
FEMA.  projects  from  the  2007  storm;  this  included  some  significant  drainage  work 
on  Chesley  Farm  Road  which  appears  to  be  functioning  ver)^  well.  Another  FEMA 
project  included  the  upgrade  of  several  culverts  on  Tin  IVIine  Road.  We  completed 
this  upgrade  and  incorporated  it  into  a  total  drainage  replacement,  reclaiming, 
grading  and  repaving  2500  feet  of  Tin  Mine  Road.  I  hope  that  this  practice  will 
continue  on  our  other  roads  in  town  as  time  and  money  allow. 
We  have  welcomed  the  newest  piece  of  equipment  to  our  maintenance  fleet!  The 
town  purchased  a  2009  Paystar  International.  This  is  a  heavier  dut}^  and  larger  truck 
that  should  be  a  great  addition  and  has  already  proved  to  be  an  asset  with 
November  and  December  08  starting  off  to  be  a  snowy  season  thus  far.  Our  plans 
for  2009  are  to  purchase  a  new  backhoe.  This  piece  of  equipment  will  have  the 
capability  for  multiple  attachments  and  among  other  things  will  allow  us  to  sweep 
the  streets.  This  vidU  replace  our  current  sweeper  that  was  purchased  in  1954.  The 
old  sweeper  was  a  ground  driven  piece  of  equipment  and  required  a  truck  to  tow  it. 
The  current  backhoe  wiU  be  utilized  at  the  Bartiett/Jackson  Transfer  Station  which 
replaces  their  1979  backhoe. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  2008  crew  Mke  demons,  Ray  HiU  and  AUan  White.  The 
winter  2007/2008  was  a  busy  one  with  what  seemed  to  be  an  unrelenting  frequency 
of  snow  storms.  2008  saw  record  snow  with  over  150  inches  falling  here  for  the 
season.  These  men  worked  very  long  unpredictable  hours  and  did  a  great  job. 
Thank  you  again. 
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This  year  has  also  brought  changes  to  our  highway  staff.  Starting  in  December  we 

welcomed  Steve  Illsley  to  our  crew  as  a  winter  seasonal  employee.  In  November  we 

said  goodbye  to  Allan  White  as  he  went  to  work  for  NHDOT.  In  December  Ray 

Hill  retired  after  more  than  20  years  in  this  field,  the  last  ten  in  Jackson.  Thanks 

again  Ray,  I  wish  you  the  best,  next  time  I  go  by  the  sugar  shack  I'll  certainly  have  a 

laugh! 

I  would  Like  to  thank  the  Jackson  Police  Department  for  their  unwavering  support 

throughout  the  year.  In  addition  the  highway  department  would  also  Like  to  thank 

the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  closing  your  highway  crew  would  like  you  to  know  that  we  are  always  available 

to  you  and  if  you  have  any  concerns  or  questions  please  contact  us  at  383-4341.

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BARTLETT /JACKSON  TRANSFER  STATION 

To  the  people  of  Jackson  and  Bartlett: 

2008  was  quite  a  year  for  recycling  at  your  Recycling  Center  and  Transfer  Station. 
Early  in  the  spring  we  saw  the  price  for  commodities  reach  record  highs.  The  price 
for  steel  was  going  up  almost  weekly  and  as  quick  as  a  load  was  ready,  we  were 
sliipping  it  out.  By  August  it  was  paying  $220  per  gross  ton;  then  the  bottom 
dropped  out  of  ever^'thing.  September  saw  negative  prices,  but  in  November  prices 
slowly  started  to  rise  to  $5.00  per  ton.  The  market  for  the  other  commodities  did 
the  same.  We  are  currently  pa}ing  to  recycle  our  commingled  container  and  paper. 
The  price  is  still  less  than  land  filling  the  material.  We  are  stock  piling  the  OCC  (old 
corrugated  cardboard)  until  the  price  is  positive.  We  expect  a  load  to  go  out  in 
March  for  $15.00  a  ton. 

On  a  positive  note  we  started  recycling  plastics  and  tin  cans  (commingled)  in  early 
August  this  year  and  the  program  is  going  well.  For  the  last  four  months  of  2008, 
we  recycled  20  plus  tons  (we  do  not  have  all  the  numbers  for  December).  Another 
positive  aspect  to  recycling  is  that  we  have  been  able  to  run  the  facility  with  the 
revenue  earned  for  the  past  five  years.  This  may  change  for  2010.  Let's  hope  not! 
Rec^xling  still  does  more  than  save  and  earn  money  for  the  towns.  It  saves  energy 
and  other  valuable  resources  as  well.  For  example: 
Recycled  in  2008: 

219  tons  of  paper  that  saved  3,724  trees 

188  gross  tons  of  scrap  metal,  conserving  187,598  pounds  of  coal 

11,600  pounds  of  aluminum  cans,  which  saved  enough  electricity  to  run  a 

television  for  135  years  (1,180,416  hrs.)

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JACKSON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Jackson  Police  Department  continues  to  sen^e  the  communit}\  2008  was  a  year 
of  change  and  activit}'  for  the  police  department.  We  hired  our  second  part-time 
Police  Officer  Doug  jette  in  March.  He  attended  the  Police  Academ}'  and  obtained 
a  part-time  police  certificate.  Doug  graduated  at  the  top  of  his  class.  After 
graduation  he  was  required  to  complete  a  four  month  field  training  program  before 
he  was  permitted  to  patrol  on  his  own. 

We  applied  for  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  in  June  for  video 
cameras  inside  our  police  cruisers.  Our  application  was  approved  in  July  and  in 
August  we  received  and  installed  a  video  camera  in  each  cruiser.  This  new 
equipment  proved  ver}'  important  to  the  police  department  because  in  December  a 
car  crossed  the  double  yellow  line  and  hit  one  of  our  cruisers  head  on.  The  video 
camera  recorded  the  entire  accident.  In  addition,  the  cameras  have  been  ver}'  useful 
on  D.W.I,  arrests  and  other  traffic  violations. 

As  we  look  forward  to  2009,  one  of  our  goals  is  to  strive  to  increase  our  coverage 
of  the  town.  Right  now  there  is  an  officer  on  duty  only  ten  hours  a  day.  After  the 
officer's  shift,  he  is  on  call. 

Speeding  motor  vehicles  remain  high  on  our  complaint  list  from  citizens.  Again  we 
ask  people  to  be  conscious  of  their  speed  as  they  drive  through  town.  We  would 
like  to  wish  Ray  HiU,  Jackson  Highway  Department,  and  Susan  Way,  Jackson  Town 
Clerk's  Office,  best  wishes  and  good  luck  on  their  retirement.  We  would  also  like  to 
wish  Allan  White,  Jackson  Highway  Department,  good  luck  with  his  new  position 
at  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation. 

The  Jackson  PoUce  Department  would  like  to  thank  Bill  Wogisch  for  all  of  his  help 
in  getting  our  new  cruiser  up  and  running  after  the  Tahoe  was  totaled  in  December. 
We  appreciated  his  assistance  immensely.  Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  support  of  our  department  especially  in  obtaining  the  grant  for  the  in-cruiser 
video  cameras. 

The  Jackson  Police  Department  looks  forward  to  another  good  year  of  ser\ace  to 
the  Town  of  Jackson  and  is  ven'  appreciative  of  the  support  of  the  citizens  and  our 
relationship  with  them.

Department.  Bill  KeUey  also  deserves  thanks  for  many  years  of  service.  He  has 
retired  from  the  Bartlett-Jackson  Ambulance  Service  following  a  tour  of  being  the 
Chief  in  Jackson  for  many  years.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  both  of  you.

The  Jackson  Fire  Department  would  like  to  remind  the  public  again  that  the  911 
numbering  system  took  effect  in  July  of  2003.  It  is  a  State  law  (RSA  231:133a)  that 
all  houses  must  be  numbered  and  those  numbers  shall  be  readable  from  the  street 
in  both  directions.  Numbers  must  be  reflective  and  2  Vi  inches  by  3  inches  high 
minimum.  In  an  emergency,  it  is  imperative  that  the  Jackson  Fire  Department,  the 
Bartlett-Jackson  Ambulance  Service  and  the  Jackson  Police  Department  are  able  to 
locate  vour  house.  If  emergency  sendees  are  delayed  due  to  lack  of  clear  house 
numbers  and  incorrect  information  provided  to  us  from  the  alarm  companies,  it 
could  be  a  matter  of  life  and  death.  Those  with  Automatic  Alarm  Systems,  please 
check  with  your  provider  to  make  sure  they  have  the  proper  address  to  give  the  fire 
department.  A  five  page  document,  detailing  this  RSA  is  available  at  the  Jackson 
Fire  Department  if  anyone  wishes  to  see  a  copy. 

In  2008  members  trained  locally  and  took  special  courses  elsewhere  to  further  their 

firefighter  education.  This  took  time  away  from  their  families  and  work  places  and 

totaled  243  hours.  One  member  completed  the  Firefighter  Two  program  and  one 

member  completed  Haz-mat  Decon  certification.  Training  in  town  took  427  hours.

Please  remember  to  check  your  smoke  detectors  and  CO  detector  batteries  twice  a 
year.  If  your  CO  detector  is  alerting,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  91 1.  These 
devices  have  saved  lives.  If  either  3'our  smoke  detector  or  CO  detector  are 
sounding,  you  should  leave  the  house  immediately  and  call  911. 

If  anyone  would  Uke  to  join  the  Jackson  Fire  Department,  please  contact  Chief  Jay 
Henr}^  at  383-4090  or  come  to  one  of  our  meetings  held  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  6:30  p.m.  at  the  fire  station.  A  desire  to  help  your 
communit}'  is  all  that  is  required  to  join.  Training  will  follow  later. 

The  vehicle  that  was  ordered  to  replace  our  1984  ambulance  body  cascade  truck 
should  be  currendy  in  service  if  all  goes  according  to  schedule.  This  wUl  be  a 
valuable  resource  for  the  fire  department  and  replace  a  truck  that  was  well  past  its 
ser\-iceable  years. 
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In  December,  the  department  lost  a  long-time  friend  and  ver\'  active  member, 
Lieutenant  Richard  Rayder,  to  cancer.  Rich  will  be  greatl)'  missed  by  everyone  on 
the  department. 

Our  radio  system  located  on  top  of  Tyrol,  providing  emergency  services  dispatch 
and  coverage,  gave  us  numerous  problems  at  the  start  of  this  winter.  Members 
spent  many  hours  in  blizzard  conditions  on  top  of  the  mountain  trying  to  fix  them. 
The  radios  will  need  to  be  updated  in  the  coming  future  due  to  new  FCC 
regulations  as  well  as  the  fact  that  they  are  over  1 5  years  old. 
Renovations  to  the  fire  station  are  still  on-going  and  additional  resources  will  be 
needed  to  bring  the  building  up  to  life-safet}'  codes.  We  are  enjoying  the  additional 
space,  especially  parking  four  trucks  in  four  separate  bays. 

Edward  F.  Dubie  retired  from  being  fire  chief  after  a  combined  19  years  as  Chief 
and  47  j'ears  on  the  department.  He  will  continue  to  serve  as  a  member  and  guide 
us  through  this  change  of  leadership.  We  thank  him  for  his  tremendous  ser\ace  to 
the  Town  of  Jackson. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  business  owners  of  Jackson  for  their  patience  and 
understanding  with  regard  to  the  recent  changes  in  the  fire  inspection  process.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
&  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  the  risk  and 
frequency  of  wUdland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  j^ou,  please 
contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit 
is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a 
fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely 
covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to 
contact  their  local  fire  department  or  DBS  at  1-800-498-6868  or 
wAx-w.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence 
and  responsibilit}\  Help  us  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For  more 
information  please  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  at  (603)271-2214,  or 
online  at  www.nhdfl.org. 

The  Spring  fire  season  lasted  unusually  long  this  past  year,  with  very  high  fire 
danger  stretching  into  the  first  week  of  June.  Once  again,  the  rains  started  to  fall 
during  the  summer  and  the  fire  activity  was  fairly  light  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year.  The  acreage  burned  was  less  than  that  of  2007.  The  largest  forest  fire  during 
the  2008  season  burned  approximately  54  acres  on  Rattiesnake  Mountain  in 
Rumney  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest.  Another  29  acre  fire  occurred  on 
Mount  Major  in  Alton  during  the  month  of  April.  Our  statewide  system  of  16  fire 
lookout  towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several 
structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and  accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Many 
homes  in  New  Hampshire  are  located  in  the  wildland-urban  interface,  which  is  the 
area  where  homes  and  flammable  wildland  fuels  intermix.  Several  of  the  fires 
during  the  2008  season  threatened  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires 
burn  more  than  just  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a 
wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  homes.  Precautions  include  keeping  your  roof 
and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green  space 
around  your  home  free  of  flammable  materials.  Additional  information  and 
homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at  ww^v.firewise.org.  Please  help 
Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department  and  the  State's  Forest  Rangers  by  being 
fire  wise  and  fire  safe! 

Please  remember  Fire  Permits  are  available  at  the  Jackson  Transfer  Station  from 
Jon  Edgerly  during  the  regular  business  hours.  The  Jackson  Transfer  Station  is 
open  Friday  through  Tuesday  from  12:00  Noon  —  6:00  p.m.  Fire  Permits  are  also 
available  from  Gordon  W.  Lang,  Warden;  Jay  Henr}-,  Fire  Chief/Deputy  Warden 
and  Kenny  Crowther,  Deput}^  Warden. 
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All  brush  piles  larger  than  the  equivalent  size  of  a  "Volkswagen  Beetle"  must  be 
inspected  by  one  of  the  above  listed  people,  prior  to  igniting. 

We  would  like  to  thank  retiring  Fire  Chief  Edward  F.  Dubie  for  his  years  of  service 
as  a  Deput}'  Fire  Warden  for  the  Town  of  Jackson.  Ed  served  as  Deputy  Warden 
since  1972,  a  sen^ice  that  was  in  addition  to  his  role  as  Fire  chief,  Deput}-  Fire  Chief 
and  member  of  the  department.  \X'e  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement.

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JACKSON  PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  2008,  Jackson  Planning  Board  members  reviewed  proposals  for  land  use 
changes  from  property  owners,  committees,  and  Selectmen.  Approvals  granted  to 
property  owners  during  the  year  included  four  minor  subdivisions,  four  boundary 
line  adjustments,  and  three  voluntary  mergers.  In  addition,  board  members 
re\'iewed  existing  ordinances  and  regulations,  plus  recommendations  from 
Selectmen  and  committees,  to  determine  what  revisions  might  benefit  the  town. 
The  Board  presented  potential  Zoning  Ordinance  changes  at  three  public  hearings, 
gathering  wide  public  opinion.  Wording  of  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance 
amendments  changed  as  a  result  of  these  hearings. 

The  Planning  Board  continues  to  invite  the  communit)^  at  large  to  join  in  the 
planning  process;  opportunities  are  available  at  nearly  every  meeting  for  citizens  to 
express  their  comments  and  ideas.  Planning  Board  meetings  are  publicized  in 
advance,  meeting  state  requirements  for  notice  of  public  hearings:  electronically  on 
the  web  (\^"\\^v. j ack son ^^i  1 1  age . n e t:)  and  through  the  town's  internet  communication 
system  (sign  up  at  ENew5@mi.ddi.emm.com);  on  paper  both  in  the  posting  case 
outside  the  Post  Office-Bakery  area  and  the  Town  Office  building;  and  in  the 
Conway  Daily  Sun. 

•  At  the  2008  Town  Meeting,  voters  approved  Zoning  Ordinance 
amendments  designed  to  permit  placement  of  an  Accessory  Apartment 
on  a  lot  with  an  existing  primary  residence.  Subsequently,  when  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature  passed  Workforce  Housing  legislation  (RSA 
674:58-61),  Planning  Board  members  discussed  putting  forth  a  proposal 
for  specific  compliance  with  the  new  regulations.  Members  concluded 
that  the  Accessory  Apartment  section  of  our  Zoning  Ordinance  offers  a 
way  to  meet  some  workforce  housing  need.  Dialogue  on  this  topic  is 
expected  to  continue,  with  advice  from  the  town's  attorney,  to  ensure  that 
the  town  will  meet  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  new  law. 

•  Zoning  Ordinance  amendments  proposed  for  voting  in  March  2009  focus 
on  the  need  to  1)  minimize  soil  erosion,  and  2)  comply  with  State 
construction  code  and  permitting  regulations. 

•  A  Planning  Board  subcommittee  presented  a  proposed  Capital 
Improvement  Plan  (CIP)  to  the  Board;  following  a  January  2009  public 
hearing,  the  adopted  CIP  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Selectmen.  The  CIP 
is  advisory  only,  offering  methods  of  minimizing  fluctuations  in  local 
propert}'  taxes.  It  lays  out  a  plan  by  which  the  long-term  capital  needs  of 
town  departments  can  be  met,  while  some  planned  expenditures  are 
spread  out  over  several  years. 
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At  this  time,  there  are  openings  on  the  Planning  Board;  members  and 
alternates  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  T^'picall}',  the  term  of  service  is 
three  years.  Present  Planning  Board  members  represent  a  wide  variet}'  of  town 
interests  and  concerns;  they  work  well  together,  attempting  to  reach  consensus 
on  matters  that  they  determine  to  be  important  to  the  town.

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TRUSTEES  OF  CEMETERIES  REPORT 

Once  again,  the  Trustees  wish  to  thank  Pat  Donnelly  and  her  son,  Christopher,  for 
their  dedicated  service  in  keeping  the  Village  Cemetery  so  well  groomed.  This  is  no 
small  effort  considering  that  there  are  in  excess  of  600  monuments  to  mow  around 
and  trim.  Thank  you  as  well  to  Rick  Davis  for  his  quality  work  in  maintaining  the 
Dundee  Cemeter)^  and  to  Eastern  Green  which  continues  to  do  an  outstanding  job 
with  the  beautiful  flowers  and  plants  at  the  entrance  to  the  Village  Cemeter}'. 

Two  new  sites  were  assigned  this  year  at  the  Village  Cemetery-  and  one  site  was 
assigned  in  the  Dundee  Cemetery.  For  the  protection  of  cemetery  grounds  and 
existing  graves  and  markers,  interments  are  not  permitted  when  ground  conditions 
are  unsuitable.  The  Trustees  must  be  contacted  prior  to  any  interment  to  determine 
appropriate  timing  and  correct  location. 

As  a  reminder,  updated  Usts  of  both  Dundee  and  the  Village  Cemetery  may  now  be 
accessed  on  line  at  wwwjackso.n.vilJage         One  may  view  records  alphabetically, 
by  plot  number,  or  by  date  of  death  by  clicking  on  the  "Other  Town  Agents"  link 
and  then  on  the  "Trustees  of  Cemeteries"  link.  Also  posted  on  the  site  are  the 
"Rules  and  Regulations"  for  the  Jackson  Cemeteries.  An  updated  map  plan  of  both 
cemeteries  also  has  also  been  completed.  A  copy  can  be  requested  from  the 
Trustees.

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JACKSON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

New  Hampshire  Consen'ation  Commissions  were  established  for  advancing  the 
proper  utilization  and  protection  of  a  town's  natural  resources  (N.H.  RSA  36-A).  A 
Conservation  Commission  is  the  only  local  board  specifically  charged  with 
protecting  the  natural  resources  of  a  town  and  providing  a  focal  point  for 
environmental  concerns. 

JCC  Advisor}'  Role:    During  2008,  the  JCC  remained  active  in  its  primar}^  role  of 
providing  advice  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  regarding 
various  natural  resource  related  matters  of  town  concern.  Members  of  the  JCC 
worked  on  steep  slope  issues  and  continue  to  work  on  riparian  buffer  issues. 

SPNHF  Conserv^ation  Easements:  Each  year,  the  Conservation  Commission 
responds  to  a  questionnaire  from  the  Societ}'  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests  regarding  the  condition  and  uses  of  land  on  which  the  SPNHF  has  a 
conser\ration  easement  or  an  interest  in  an  easement.  This  year  members  of  the 
Conserv^ation  Commission  visited  several  of  the  properties  under  easement.  Some 
corrections  were  made  and  some  issues  discussed  with  the  landowners. 

Wildcat  River:  JCC  carried  out  plans  for  maintenance  in  the  area  where  the  town 
holds  a  conservation  easement  on  the  west  side  of  the  Wildcat,  north  of  the  stone 
bridge  up  to  Jackson  Falls.   Commission  members  met  several  times  to  cut  brush, 
improve  the  view,  maintain  a  small  flower  garden  and  improve  access  to  the  island. 
The  Jackson  Historical  Society  continued  work  on  restoring  the  snowroller. 

Prospect  Farm:  Three  views  were  cut  last  year  at  Prospect  Farm  —  Lookout  Rock, 
Monument  Rock,  and  on  the  Hall  Trail  near  the  boundar}'  of  the  propert}-.  This 
year,  the  views  were  maintained  by  brushing  the  area  as  well  as  the  Apple  Orchard 
and  five  of  the  old  cellar  holes.  The  USFS  began  work  on  the  Than  Project  which 
involved  upgrades  to  Carter  Notch  Road  and  logging  in  the  area. 

N.H.  Wedand  Dredge  and  Fill  Permit  Application  Review:  The  primar)'  intent  of 
the  N.H.  wetland  permitting  process  is  to  see  that  various  forms  of  site  work  and 
alteration  undertaken  occur  with  the  least  short  and  long-term  impact  to 
watersheds  and  associated  wedands.  In  Jackson,  maintenance  of  watershed  quality 
is  of  increasing  concern  especially  as  development  takes  to  higher  and  steeper 
ground.  The  permitting  process  relies  heavily  on  voluntary'  compliance  and  citizens 
are  urged  to  plan  ahead  and  seek  required  permits  prior  to  undertaking  a  project. 

During  2008,  the  JCC  reviewed  only  a  few  N.H.  Wetland  Dredge  and  Fill  permit 
applications.   Considering  the  amount  of  building  activity  in  Jackson  during  the 
year,  the  JCC  would  again  like  to  remind  landowners  and  contractors  of  the  need 
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for  permits  if  site  work  or  construction  involves  wetlands  over  which  DES  has 
jurisdiction. 

Gray's  Inn  Propert)-    A  small  apple  orchard  on  the  property'  was  brushed.  The 
JCC  continues  to  explore  the  possibility^  of  the  removal  of  the  dam  on  Ice  Pond 
Brook.  Work  continues  on  a  NHDES  pemiit  that  will  include  removal  of  debris 
on  the  property^  in  or  abutting  wedands. 

Invasive  species:  The  JCC  obtained  a  permit  to  treat  Japanese  Kiiotweed  close  to 
the  banks  of  the  Wildcat  at  the  center  of  town,  around  the  town  hall  and  on  the 
Gray's  Inn  Property^  with  a  herbicide  which  was  applied  in  August.

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JACKSON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

It  has,  once  again,  been  a  very  busy  and  exciting  year  at  the  librar)'.  In  2008,  895 
items  with  a  retail  value  of  $16,709  were  added  to  our  already  bursting  litde 
building.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  library  supporters,  536  of  them  ($9,625)  were 
donations.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  our  collection  now  stands  at  10,484. 
We  discarded  390  items.  Eighty-six  new  patrons  were  added  to  our  growing  list  of 
librar}'  users.  Through  the  very  important  InterUbrary  Loan  program  our  patrons 
borrowed  1,568  books,  and  our  library  loaned  out  461  volumes  to  other  libraries  in 
New  Hampshire.  Under  the  energetic  direction  of  Meg  Murphy,  our  children's 
programs  continue  to  thrive  with  attendance  reaching  662.  The  4-5-6  grade  book 
group  is  a  huge  success  with  an  average  monthly  attendance  of  eleven  children. 
Adult  programs  in  2008  included  a  book  signing  with  Lisa  Gardner;  presentations 
by  local  authors,  Joanne  Clarey  and  Susan  Zizza;  and  a  discussion  with  Myles 
Crowe  about  socially  responsible  investing.  Total  attendance  for  adult  programs 
was  89.  Volunteers  continue  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our  operation.  We  want  to  thank 
the  Jackson  residents  who  gave  398  ver}^  productive  hours  of  their  time  to  keep  us 
operating  efficiently  and  economically. 

Total  attendance  at  the  library  was  up  2.58%.  Print  circulation  increased  by  9.73%. 
Audio  circulation,  not  including  downloadable  audios,  was  up  by  8.14%. 
Downloadable  book  circulation  saw  an  increase  of  29.5%.  Total  circulation 
increased  by  16%  in  2008,  with  videos  topping  the  list  at  60%.  Electronic  media  is 
becoming  more  and  more  important  to  our  patrons. 
In  March  Susan  Dunker-Bendigo,  our  Director,  attended  Public  Librar}^ 
Association,  a  national  library  conference,  bringing  back  lots  of  free  books  and 
some  great  ideas.  She  also  attended  the  state  library  conference  in  May.  Some 
Trustees  and  Susan  attended  the  NH  Librar}^  Association  meeting  which  we  were 
lucky  enough  to  have  held  in  North  Conway.  Workshops  on  personnel 
administration  and  budgeting  were  the  highlights. 

The  Friends  of  the  Librar}^  led  by  Joanne  Corcoran,  continue  their  indispensable 
support.  Their  traditional  November  literary  luncheon  this  year  featured  Laura 
Waterman  who  discussed  and  read  excerpts  from  her  book.  Losing  the  Garden. 
Their  annual  Memorial  Day  weekend  book  sale  netted  $1,600  for  the  library's 
benefit.

Much  of  the  excitement  for  the  barn  as  a  library  has  been  generated  by  the 
Gibnanton,  N.H.  librar}'  project  where  a  barn  approximately  the  size  our  Trickey 
Barn  has  been  recycled  into  a  new  library.  The  GUmanton  project  is  beautiful  and 
demonstrates  that  the  barn/librar)^  idea  is  possible.

Tliis  tuition  contract  between  the  Bartlett  and  Jackson  School  Boards  and  School  Districts  shall 
be  effective  for  the  ilvree-year  period  of  July  1 ,  20 1 0  through  June  30,  2013.

I.  CONTRACT  TERMINATION  AND  RENEWAL

Vni.  JACKSON  PARTICIPATION  WITH  BAETLEIT  BOARD  AenVITIES 

The  Jackson  and  Bartlett  School  Boards  will  meet  together  twice  annually  at  times  to  be  jointly 
determined  to  discuss  issues  of  mutual  concern.  In  addition,  the  Jackson  School  Board  may  have 
one  voting  representative  on  the  Bartlett  Curriculum,  Policy,  and  Technology  Committees  or  any 
academically  related  activities  which  may  impact  grades  seven  and  eight  at  the  Bartlett  School.

In  the  event  of  disagreement  as  to  the  interpretation  of  this  tuition  contract,  the  two  Boards  shall 
meet  to  attempt  to  settle  the  disagreement.  If  agreement  cannot  be  reached,  the  issue  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Superintendent  ofSAU  ^9  who  will  recommend  a  solution,  Following  tlie 
receipt  of  the  Superintendent's  recommendation,  either  Board  may  pursue  the  issue  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Education. 


X.  METHOD  OF  AMENDMENT 

Iliis  tuition  contract  can  be  amended  by  the  Boards  at  any  time,  provided  that  any  amendments 
must  be  submitted  to  the  respective  legislative  bodies  and  approved  by  them  at  a  district  meeting. 
The  respective  Boards  have  the  responsibility  of  placing  any  proposed  amendments  on  warrants 
for  the  district  meetings. 


XI.  TUITION  CALCULATION 

The  tuition  to  be  paid  by  Jackson  to  Bartlett  for  each  of  its  students  shall  be  calculated  by  taking 
the  actual  elementary  general  fund  expenditures  for  the  preceding  year  as  currently  reflected  by 
line  7-26  of  the  MS-25  form  filed  with  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  (copy 
attached),  and  subtracting  the  amounts  for  transportation;  any  special  education  co.sts,  including 
psychological  and  speech  services,  not  included  in  the  comprehensive  .school  program  and/or 
provided  exclusively  for  Bartlett  Students;  and  any  revenue  paid  by  Jackson  to  Bartlett  for 
contracted  staff  services  at  the  Jackson  School  (adjusted  for  transportation  and  specialized 
educational  costs);  plus  an  inflation  factor  equal  to  US  Department  of  Labor  Consutner  Price 
Index  -  Size  A  -  Northeast  Urban  (October  of  current  year)  plus  2.5%;  plus  or  minus  the  net 
actual  expenses  for  the  prior  year;  and  dividing  those  expen.ses  by  the  Average  Daily 
Membership  (ADM)  for  the  preceding  year  to  determine  the  tuition  per  pupil,  and  attributing  that 
cost  to  each  Jackson  student.  Each  annual  calculation  report  shall  be  appended  to  this  agreement 
as  a  rider  to  the  agreement. 

Jackson  shall  pay  a  2%  rental  fee  as  calculated  by  the  SAU  office  and  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Education.  Each  annual  approved  calculation  report  shall  be  ineluded  with  the 
agreement  as  a  rider. 

Jackson  will  pay  direct  costs  for  special  education  or  other  specialized  programs  not  included,  or 
unable  to  be  provided  in  the  regular  operation  of  the  school.

1  he  Special  Meeting  of  the  Jackson  School  District  was  held  at  Jackson  Town  Hall  on 
Wednesday,  Januar>'  9,  2008.  Moderator  Tim  Scott  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:00  p.m. 

The  following  anicle  is  to  be  voted  on  by  those  qualified  to  vote  on  District  affairs,  read  by  Scott: 

ARTICLE  1: 

To  see  if  the  District  will  approve  the  proposed  agreement  with  the  Whitney  Foundation  and 
authorize  the  school  board  to  accept,  from  the  Foundation,  the  gift  of  a  building  to  be  built  on 
.school  property  subject  to  such  additional  tenns  and  conditions  as  the  school  board  shall 
determine  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 

The  article  was  moved  and  seconded. 

Article  recommended  unanimously  by  tlie  school  board. 

•  Stephen  Weeder  gave  a  presentation  of  the  proposed  design  of  the  community  center 
donated  by  the  Whitney  Foundation,  including  a  site  plan,  showing  location  of  building 
in  relation  to  Trickey  Bam.  New  building  design  is  slightly  larger  than  Trickey  bam  at 
105'  X  50'  and  turned  slightly.  From  a  layout  standpoint  the  main  entry  is  in  about  the 
same  place  as  the  present  bam  door.  The  design  includes  a  room  for  school  use  as  the  art 
classroom  and  a  kitchen,  llie  main  room  is  auditorium  space.  When  school  uses  the 
building,  the  main  room  will  be  for  indoor  recreation  and  rnusic  It  was  noted  that  the 
ceiling  will  not  be  high  enough  for  playing  basketball. 

•  Construction  of  the  building  is  slab  on  grade.  If  there  is  any  concern  about  the  site  being 
wet.  there  is  no  crawl  space  so  that  will  not  be  an  issue.  HEB  surveyed  the  land  and  the 
survey  document  shows  that  the  site  is  not  on  wetlands,  but  that  wetlands  are  about  30' 
from  the  building  site. 

•  Stephen  Weeder  noted  that  the  elevation  drawings  show  that  the  building  has  a  bam-like 
essence  and  that  the  final  design  will  not  vaiy  far  from  the  design  shown. 

After  more  than  an  hour  of  question  and  answer/discussion,  a  motion  to  move  the  vote  was  made 
and  seconded.  A  written  ballot  had  been  requested,  and  supervisors  of  the  checklist  oversaw  the 
voting  process.  The  article  passed  with  202  votes  in  favor  (80%)  and  37  votes  not  in  favor. 

There  was  no  other  business,  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  about  8:45  p.m.

MINUTES 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Jackson  School  District  was  held  at  the  Jackson  Town  Hall 
on  Wednesday,  March  19, 2008.  The  moderator,  Tim  Scott,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
7:00  p.m. 

Jerry  Dougherty  opened  with  thanking  retiring  Jackson  Grammar  School  principal  Anne 
Kebler  for  her  years  of  sen^ice  to  the  school  community.  A  standing  ovation  ensued. 

Article  1. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  rai.se  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  hundred 
thirty-six  thousand  and  three  hundred  dollars  ($936,300)  for  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  and  renovation  of  the  Jackson  Grammar  School  (and  original  equipping  of  the 
addition),  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  six  himdred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($650,000)  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33),  and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  and  negotiate 
such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  furthermore,  to 
appropriate  up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  in  interest  for  said  project;  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  two  hundred  eighty-six  thousand  and  three  hundred  dollars 
($286,300)  from  the  Expendable  General  Trust  Fund  (School  Building  Maintenance 
Fund)  created  for  this  purpose;  and  to  take  all  other  action  required  to  complete  the 
project.  And  fiirther,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  additional  sum  of  seventeen  thousand 
and  nine  hundred  dollars  (517,900)  for  the  first  year's  payment  of  interest  on  the  bond. 
(Recommended  by  the  School  Board  5-0-0)  (2/3  ballot  vote  required) 

Bob  Thompson  presented  the  facilities  committee  report  on  the  Jackson  Grammar  School 
building.  The  committee  was  charged  with  finding  the  most  practical,  affordable  vmy  to 
j^medy  building  needs  in  May  of  2007.  Solution:  one  floor  school,  affordable,  fit  in  with 
center  of  village,  practical.  Bring  the  building  up  to  code:  sprinkler  system,  2"*^  floor 
mothballed  with  ventilation  system.  Town's  safe  left  on  2    floor.  Add  special  education 
spaces,  nurse's  office  and  bathroom,  kitchen,  and  conference  room/library.  Whitney 
Community  Center  to  be  used  for  muUtpurposes;  art/music/etc.  Bob  explained  the  tax 
Impact  with  project  costs/bond  amount  for  the  sitework  and  construction/renovation. 
Bob  had  committee  members  stand  up  briefly  and  there  was  applause  for  them. 
Bob  invited  anyone  on  the  facilities  conmiittee  to  add  anything  at  this  time,  but  no  one 
did.  The  moderator  took  over  and  asked  for  questions  from  the  floor. 

Questions  from  the  floor. 

Paul  Palubniak:  How  long  will  the  project  take? 

Bob  Thompson:  It  will  be  completed  by  January  2009. 

Dudley  Davis,  Jr.:  Planning  to  use  trusses  again  on  roof  or  another  system? 

Mike  Weeder:  There  is  potential  for  mechanical  on  the  2"*^  floor.  There  will  be  tmsses  for 

heating  and  cooling  systems. 
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Jerry  Dougherty:  Two  egresses  are  required  for  using  the  second  floor,  so  the  idea  of 

using  the  upstairs  in  the  future  was  rejected. 

Dudley:  There  is  an  exterior  wall  so  can  an  exterior  lif^  and  stairs  be  built? 

Jerry  Doughety:  It  would  be  too  expensive. 

Peter  Benson:  DOE  standards  for  regular  education  won't  allow  for  bilevel  use  of  space 

for  students;  has  to  be  ADA  compliant,  but  not  necessarily  compliant  for  storage  use. 

Bob:  Long  term  storage  space  with  pull  down  ladder  ok,  but  cost  prohibitive  for  egress 

and  lift. 

Joanne  Scolamiero:  What  figure  was  used  to  come  up  with  tax  rate?  Was  the  interest  not 

included  in  the  quoted  rate? 

Dr.  Nelson:  4.5%  is  included  in  tax  impact.  The  tax  rate  impact  includes  everything. 

Sam  Harding:  Is  the  amount  being  returned  included  in  budget? 

Jerry:  The  overall  tax  impact  at  end  of  bond  payment  is  what  is  shown  for  money 

appropriated  for  project.  $341 K  at  end 

Bee  Davis:  Are  the  Betty  Whitney  Community  Center  and  school  renovation  going  out  to 

bid? 

School  Board:  Yes,  the  community  center  bid  has  gone  out  to  5  contractors  and  the 

school  renovation  bid  will  go  out  to  an  undetermined  number  of  contractors. 

Tom  Perkins:  What  is  the  life  expectancy  of  this  project? 

Angus  Badger:  The  previous  addition  to  the  school  had  no  hallway  and  was  not 

functional.  The  current  plan  sets  forth  one  floor  complex  that  is  very  functional  and  flows 

so  that  no  part  of  the  building  cancels  out  another  part.  To  my  mind  this  makes  it 

ftmctional  forever.  There  are  no  new  fire/safety  code  issues  anticipated.  This  renovation 

vvdll  be  modemi2dng  the  building.  Currently  the  building  is  busting  at  seams;  an  attempt 

should  be  made  for  a  September  1, 2008  completion  of  renovations.  A  renovation  is 

critical. 

Bob  Thompson:  There  has  been  an  average  of  48-50  students  per  year  over  the  past  20 

years  and  the  new  renovation  can  handle  80  students. 

Voting  opened  for  Article  1 .  (Articles  2  and  3  were  skipped  until  after  the  vote  on  Article 
1  because  they  are  directly  related  to  the  result  of  Article  1.)  Article  1  carried  the  2/3 
votes  needed  to  pass.  188  votes  were  cast.  1 58  citizens  voted  in  favor  of  the  article,  30 
voted  against  it.  Article  1  passed. 


Article  2. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  v^dll  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  million, 
eight  hundred  seventy  thousand,  and  eighty-three  dollars  ($1 ,870,083)  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  This  article  does  not  include 
appropriations  voted  in  other  warrant  articles.  (Recommended  by  the  Board  5-0-0) 
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Amendment  to  Article  2:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  increase  the  budget  to 
incorporate  anticipated  reduction  in  health  insurance  costs  and  highest  estimated  cost  of 
lead  abatement:  $1,896,300.00. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Jerr>'  Dougherty  to  amend  Article  2,  Jerry  Dougherty  explained 
that  there  is  lead  paint  in  the  siding  of  Tricky  building  and  in  the  soil  around  the  building. 
The  abatement  cost  range;  $1,000  for  further  analysis,  $600-$  1,200  to  bid  it  out  for 
removal  of  lead,  then  $10,000-15,000  for  labor  removal  costs,  then  $12,000  for  disposal: 
S29,000  total,  minus  $3,000  for  reduced  health  insurance  costs.  The  Historical  Society 
did  not  approve  of  paying  for  removal  of  the  lead,  so  it  is  appropriate  to  esk  the  Town  of 
Jackson  to  raise  ftmds  for  the  lead  removal. 

Question  from  the  floor:  Does  our  insurance  cover  that? 

Jeny  Dougherty:  That  is  a  question  which  will  definitely  be  asked. 

Discussion: 

Martha  Benesh:  The  budget  should  be  available  a  fevv  days  before  the  hearing  in  future. 

Jerry  Dougherty:  That  is  a  good  point.  Discussions  don*t  change  a  whole  lot  throughout 

the  budget  preparation.  The  budget  started  being  w-orked  on  in  January  and  that 

information  should  get  out  in  a  stronger  way  to  the  public. 

Martha  Benesh:  I  was  told  that  this  was  the  first  time  the  budget  numbers  vv^ere  out, 

Jerry  Dougherty:  Yes,  but  tlie  numbers  were  discussed  well  before  then. 

Gino  Funicello:  Is  Jackson  School  District  on  par  with  other  SAU  schools  for  teacher 

salaries? 

Jerry  Dougherty:  Jackson  is  on  par  with  Conway  in  salar)-  and  working  on  being  on  par 

vvhh  benefits.  Tliis  year  the  personnel  committee  is  working  on  ways  for  Jackson  to  be 

higher  than  Conway's  salary. 

Angus  Badger:  Three  years  ago  Jackson  had  the  lowest  starting  salary  in  the  state  and 

half  an  hour  longer  day  and  teachers  had  longer  travel  distances.  Teaching  multi-age 

classrooms  requires  talented  Mid  hard  working  teachers.  To  keep  quality  teachers  a 

proactive  approach  to  salary/benefit  schedule  is  required.  Because  of  the  proposed 

renovations  budget  the  school  board  did  not  feel  comfortable  adjusting  the  salary 

schedule  this  year,  but  did  add  to  the  benefits. 

A  vote  was  then  taken  on  Article  2  as  amended.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Article  3. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  enter  into  a  2  year 
lease  agreement  for  the  ptapose  of  leasing  a  portable  classroom,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty-thre  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  ($53,812)  for 
the  first  year*s  payment  and  set  up  for  that  purpose  ($28,812  per  year  for  lease  and 
$25,000  set  up).  This  lease  agreement  contains  an  "escape"  clause.  (Recommended  by 
the  School  Board  4-1-0)  (Majority  vote  required). 

Article  3  Is  mute  because  Article  1  passed. 
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Article  4. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School  Buses)  previously  established 
for  this  purpose,  with  these  funds  to  be  offset,  in  part,  by  National  Forest  Reserve  Funds. 
(Recommended  by  the  School  Board  5-0-0) 

No  discussion.  A  vote  was  taken  on  Article  4.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Article  5. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  to 
reduce  the  general  fund  deficit  pursuant  to  RSA  l89:28-a.  (Recommended  by  the  School 
Board  5-0-0) 

Article  5  explanation  by  Dr.  Nelson:  There  is  a  deficit  of  $20,000  this  year  due  to  a  new 
hired  position  not  in  last  year's  budget,  change  in  individuals'  health  insurance  programs, 
bus  repairs,  and  advertising  for  the  principal's  position. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  Article  5.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Article  6. 

To  sec  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  supplemental 
appropriation  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($1 8,000)  for  additional  special  education 
costs  for  the  current  school  year  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  eighteen  thousand 
dollars  ($18,000)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (Special  Education)  previously 
established  for  this  purpose.  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board  5-0-0) 

A  vote  was  taken  on  Article  6.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Article  7. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Bea  Davis  asked  for  clarification  on  the  budget  for  lunches. 

Dr.  Nelson:  The  state  requires  that  a  lunch  be  offered  by  the  school.  $24,000  is  the  cost 

with  $18,000  in  revenue  expected.  This  is  based  on  prices  in  other  school  districts  in 

SAU  9,  Where  the  lunch  will  be  coming  from  has  not  been  determined,  maybe  from  one 

of  the  otlier  schools  in  SAU  9. 

Bea  Davis:  Someone  around  the  comer  is  offering  to  do  it. 

Dick  Badger:  Is  the  replacement  principal  for  next  year  a  full  time  position? 

How  active  is  the  school  board  going  to  be  in  the  recruitment  process? 

Jerry  Dougherty:  A  screening  team  is  being  developed.  We  are  not  sure  who  will  apply  so 

it  is  difficult  to  determine  the  position.  Jackson  is  not  budgeted  for  a  full  lime  principal; 

instead  the  position  is  part  principal  and  part  teaching  services.  Screening  committee: 

Jerry  Dougherty,  Bob  ITiompson,  Ann  Bennett,  Dexter  Harding,  Dr.  Carl  Nelson,  Dr. 
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Robert  Gadoraski  (ex  officio),  Tish  Hanlon,  ajid  another  member  from  the  community  i< 
needed  to  volunteer.  The  school  board  will  determine  who  to  hire. 
Question  from  the  floor:  Why  not  have  a  position  definition? 
Angus  Badger:  The  candidates  will  have  a  variety  of  skills,  so  we  can't  define  the 
position  ver>'  narrowly.  The  person  who  runs  a  small  school  like  Jackson  needs  qualities 
beyond  specific  certifications.  We  will  hire  a  principal  who  is  the  best  candidate  and 
incorporate  their  teaching  background  or  other  abilities  in  the  building  (80%  principal, 
20^A  other  service  to  building).  Budgetary  and  personnel  concerns  are  to  be  left  open. 

Question  from  the  floor:  Is  there  someone  else  in  the  building  with  special  education 

skills  if  the  new  principal  isn't  special  education  certified? 

Anne  Kebler:  If  a  speech  pathologist  applies  for  the  principal  position  it  would  cover  the 

special  education  skills  tliat  1  have  otYered  at  the  school. 

Gino  Funicello:  Is  there  flexibility  with  the  salary  if  a  good  candidate  comes  along? 

Jerry  Dougherty:  best  fit  for  school  would  limit  candidates  and  present  staff.  There  are 

two  options:  1 .  a  fixll  time  principal  or  2.  a  part-time  principal  who  also  teaches  ($60,000 

65,000  budgeted) 

Gino  Funicello:  Can  the  budget  be  amended  for  more  money  towards  the  principal 

salary? 

Jeny  Dougherty:  S40,000  would  have  to  be  added  to  the  budget  for  a  full  time  principal'! 

salary.  We  did  not  ask  for  this  because  of  the  cost. 

Martha  Benesh:  Is  speech  and  language  money  in  the  budget? 

Jerry  Dougherty:  Yes. 

Martha  Benesh:  If  the  new  principal  has  music  or  other  skills  for  which  Jackson 

Grammar  School  already  has  a  teacher,  would  the  existing  teacher  be  replaced  with  the 

new  principal? 

Jerry  Dougherty:  Yes. 

Two  retiring  school  board  members  were  recognized:  Peter  Benson  &  Angus  Badger. 

Jackson  Grammar  School  principal  Anne  Kebler  armounced  that  she  received  an  e-mail 
message  today  from  Valley  Outreach  which  said  she  and  the  staff  of  Jackson  Grammar 
School  have  been  nominated  for  the  Respect  for  Youth  Award.  The  Respect  Awards  will 
be  held  dim  After  Hours  5:30-7:00  PM,  Wednesday,  March  26,  2008  at  the  Red  Jacket 
Mountain  View. 

Emily  Benson  publicly  thanked  Jackson  Ski  Touring  Foundation  and  Black  Mountain  Sk 
Area  from  the  school  community. 

There  was  no  other  business  and  the  meeting  was  dissolved  at  8:50  PM..

To  the  Citizens  of  Jackson: 

We  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  Bill  and  Betty-  Whitney  Community  Center  and 
tiie  addition  and  renovation  of  the  Jackson  Grammar  School.  The  addition  has  provided 
the  school  with  needed  space,  and  the  renovation  brings  the  entire  school  building  up  to 
code. 

As  the  school  districts  of  SAU  #9  start  the  2009-10  school  year,  we  will  do  so  with  a 
glowing  New  England  Association  of  School  and  Colleges  accreditation  report  for 
Kennett  High  School,  and  a  marked  reduction  in  our  drop  out  rate  for  the  second  year. 

The  Continuous  Improvement  Process,  which  has  guided  us  for  the  last  eleven  years, 
allows  us  to  make  data-driven  decisions,  which  enables  staff,  administrators,  and  school 
board  members  to  focus  energies  and  resources  in  the  areas  that  have  been  identified  for 
improvement.  The  data  obtained  from  our  testing  program,  postgraduate  surveys,  and 
other  local  sources  provides  us  guidance  to  continue  staff  development  and  curriculum 
development  with  regard  to  budgeting  and  resource  allocations  targeted  at  compliance 
with  state  and  federal  regulations. 

Once  again,  the  New  Year  brought  with  it  the  publication  of  our  tenth  Report  Card  for 
each  of  the  individual  schools  in  SAU  #9,  Each  building  administrator  will,  in  turn,  have 
meetings  with  parents  and  community  members  to  review  specific  School  Report  Cards 
for  their  school.  This  district-wide  Report  Card  contains  such  data  as  testing  results,  post 
graduation  surveys,  demographic  information,  as  well  as  socioeconomic  information. 
The  Report  Card  is  available  at  individual  schools,  the  SAU  #9  office,  and  on  our  web 
site  (www,kennett.kl2,nh.us). 

The  dedication  md  quality  of  the  people  who  serve  the  communities  of  SAU  #9  and  the 
Jackson  School  District  continues  to  remain  our  most  valuable  asset.  The  Valley's  desire 
to  improve  and  support  education  remains  the  driving  force  behind  our  fine  educational 
system.  Your  school  board  members,  along  with  this  administration,  have  made  every 
effort  to  improve  the  high  quality  of  education  and  the  deliver  of  services  to  our  students 
and  community  while  controlling  costs  in  a  very  difficult  economy.

Principalis  Report

This  was  a  year  of  many  changes  for  Jackson  Grammar  School. 
Principal  Anne  Kebler  retired  after  ten  years  and  a  new  principal,  Gayle 
Dembowski,  was  hired.  The  addition  of  a  new  wing  and  renovation  of 
the  school  got  underway  in  August,  and  the  construction  of  the  new 
Whitney  Community  Center  began.  In  addition,  a  state  mandated 
school  lunch  program  was  initiated.  Staff  and  students  both  are 
appreciative  of  the  opportunities  realized  as  a  result  of  these  changes! 

Despite  the  changes  and  challenges,  we  continue  to  realize  high  student 
adiievement  and  high  performance  from  the  faculty  and  staff.  This  year 
94%  of  our  students  achieve  at  proficient  or  above  in  reading  and  97%  at 
or  above  proficient  in  math.  Enrollment  has  remained  stable  at  54 
students.  They  are  being  instructed  in  a  K/1  classroom  (17),  a  2/3 
classroom  (14),  a  grade  4  classroom  (6)  and  a  5/6  classroom  (17). 
Throughout  the  year  the  grade  4  students  worked  successllilly  in  some 
collaborative  lessons  with  the  5/6  students,  allowing  for  a  wide  range  of 
learning  opportunities  for  all  students.  Our  weekly  community  meetings, 
whole  school  recess,  field  trips  and  buddy  programs  create  a  strong 
feeling  of  care,  belonging,  and  community  among  the  students. 

The  academic  program  at  all  levels  provides  the  students  with  a  variety 
of  hands-on  and  multisensory  learning  opportunities.  Our  school  is 
blessed  to  have  many  talented  cormnunity  members  who  join  us  to  share 
their  talents.  The  faculty,  in  recognition  of  tiie  educational  value  these 
guests  bring  to  the  students,  work  hard  to  supplement  their  classroom 
curriculum  in  Ms  way.  The  fall  festival  and  project  blocks  allow  students 
to  explore  many  creative  venues  and  experiment  witli  activities  the 
typical  school  curriculum  cannot  provide.  The  arts  are  also  alive  and 
well  in  the  school  as  more  than  two  thirds  of  our  students  participate  in 
either  chorus  or  band,  and  special  project  days  offered  by  our  art  teacher 
are  filled  to  capacity  at  recess  time. 

The  school  lunch  program  has  been  well  received  by  the  parents  and 
children,  with  pizza  day  being  a  particular  favorite!  Lunch  is  purchased 
from  the  Josiah  Bartlett  Elementary  School  and  transported  to  Jackson 
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where  it  is  served  to  the  children.  An  average  of  10  to  12  lunches  are 
served  daily  and  more  than  40  ordered  on  pizza  days!  The  new  addition 
provides  a  full  kitchen  where  the  food  can  be  kept  at  a  safe  serving 
temperature  and  utensils  and  dishes  may  be  washed  here  on  site. 

The  new  addition  also  affords  much  needed  office  space  where  our 
speech  pathologist,  guidance  and  other  specialists  can  provide  student 
services  in  a  quiet  area  aw^ay  from  the  busy  classrooms.  The  students 
benefit  from  a  space  free  of  distractions  where  they  can  better  focus  on 
their  work.  These  offices  also  provide  a  space  for  us  to  meet  privately 
with  parents  or  each  other  when  needed,  Currendy  the  larger  utility 
room  is  being  utilized  for  evening  meetings,  Destination  Imagination 
groups ,  art,  music  and  band. 

A  year  ago,  the  Jackson  School  Board  commissioned  an  assessment  of 
community  perspectives  regarding  the  school  and  how  well  it  is  meeting 
Jackson's  needs.  The  resulting  report  has  been  utilized  by  the  board  and 
school  staff  to  develop  an  action  plan  to  address  its  recommendations.  A 
written  report  was  shared  with  the  public,  and  as  a  result  the  board 
initiated  goal-setting  procedures  and  scheduled  "Listening  Posts"  where 
the  school  community  could  share  thoughts  in  an  informal  setting.  The 
process  has  helped  open  lines  of  communication  among  all  stakeholders 
within  the  Jackson  School  Community 

In  the  fall  of  2008,  Jackson  Grammar  School  received  a  grant  from  the 
Walker  Fund  of  the  New  Hampshire  Charitable  Foundation  that  will  be 
used  to  start  an  organic  gardening  project.  We  hope  to  explore  healthy 
eating  by  raising,  harvesting  and  enjoying  our  own  vegetables.   A 
student  led  "Green  Team"  has  begun  to  consider  ways  to  apply 
sustainability  principles  to  our  school  day  and  programs  as  part  of  our 
effort  to  teach  citizenship  and  principles  of  responsible  living. 

Jackson  can  be  proud  of  the  opportunities  that  the  close-knit  community 
affords  the  children  here.  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  level  of  parent  and 
citizen  involvement  in  the  school  and  community  support  of  the  programs 
and  activities  we  offer.  The  smaller  school  environment  provides  an 
environment  where  we  can  realize  our  goal  of  providing  each  and  every 
child  a  stimulating,  individualized,  and  effective  educational  program!
